Salzbubq.— The festivities in Vonor of the Emperor Na- 
poleon's visit wore brought to a termination by a concert 
of tho Vienna Association for Male Voices, tho members 
of which came from the Austrian capital for tho express 
purpose. The programme consisted of ** Vinota," Abt; 
"Wiedersprucb," Schubert ; "Loreley," Silcher, ••Kirn- 
thnoriseho Volksl oder," harmonized by Herbeck; "8tiind- 
chen," Gumbert (sung by Dr. Olschbauer); " Rosen- 
strauch,.Holdorbluh," Suabian folk's-song; "Waldeinsam- 
koit," Storch (baritone solo, Dr. Kri'ckl); "An die Ent- 
fernto,"Sohubort; and "Roitcrlied," Otto. Afterthocon- 
cert, which went oiT most brilliantly, the Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph himself presented the President of tho Associ- 
ation to tho Emperor Napoloon. Tho latter instantly 
commenced a conversation in the German language. Ho 
said he was always fond of hearing German singing, as it 
reminded him of his youth. He declared he had often 
listoued to Assoc ations for Malo Voices, but never knew 
one so well-trained before. Ho then wont on to remark 
that he was glad that male choral singing was making pro- 
gross in France, though it had not yet attainod such a 
pitch of oxccllence as in Germany. He asked, also, sev- 
eral questions regarding tho coristitut on of the Associa- 
tion. The President afforded tho requisite information, 
and, likewiso, pointed out to tho Empoior Napoleon that 
whilo in Franco tho membors of the choral associations 
bolong exclusively to the laboring classes; in Germany 
they aro drawn from all ranks, 

Munich. — Wagner's Tannh'duwr hns been at length tro- 
duced with a new mise-rn-sce,,e, and several alterations 
mado by tho composer in the music. The singers, the or- 
chestra, and the chorus, as well as the conduotor, Dr. 
Hans von Bi low, exerted themselves .o the utmost to 
make the performance go off brilliantly. — There has been 
a collision at the Operahouso between Cr. Hans von Bil- 
low, tho conductor, and Herr Golinelli, the ballet-master. 
Tho latter said that, on account of the inappropriate char- 
acter of the musio, it was impossible to arrange any bal- 
lot for Tannhuus r. Tho consequonce was that on the fol- 
lowing day Mad. Grahn was appointed ballot-mistress, 
and Horr Golinelli threw up his engagement, which had 
still a year to run, and left this town for Vienna. — It is 
said that Horr Franz Lachnor has askod permission tore- 
tire. 

Jena.— Tho members of tho Singncadomie gave a grand 
concert lately, whon they executed the following works: 
"Lacrimosa," for four part chorus, solo9, and full laud, 
F. Dri.sccko ; Eymn for Soprano, with Chorus and Organ, 
Mondolssohn; Adaario and Proludo for Violin, Bach (ar- 
rangod fororchest.a byStor); Graud Mass in E flat, for 
Chorus, Solo, and Orchestra, F. Schubert. Tho solos 
wore intrusted to Madamo Roske Lund and Herr Thicme. 
Horr Kompel performed tho violin-solo. 
" A New Poem by Lobd Byt.on. — The Sunday Tones in- 
forms its readers that a one act opera, founded on Lord 
Byron's Bride of Coiinth, entftle'd La Fianci>' de Corinthe 
words by M. Du Locle, music by M. Duprats, will shortly 
be brought out at the Grand Opera. We have somo ac- 
quaintance with Lord Byron's work^, but have never yet 
soon, n.>r hoard of, The B»iU of Corinth. 

St. Petebsbdbo.-— Herr von torch, the Intendant Gen- 
oral of tho Imperial Theatres, died on the ICth of August, 
agod sixty-two. It is said that his successor will be tho 
son of General Gcdonoff (Intendant General from 1«33 to 
lS5h).

He was born 
in Borlin, on tho 8th of June, 1824.
